“ Did she make any statement or 
explanation of her attempt, after she 
tried to take these tablets?” asked 
the district attorney.

H ere the witness broke down com ­ 
pletely and it took him several min­ 
utes to compose himself. 
“ She said 
I have ruined you all; I can’t face this 
thing. 
I didn’t succeed now but I 
w ill do it as soon as I can.’ ” 
“ H er father then

He said, ‘Mabel, you know that w hat­ 
ever happens, your mother and I and 
your husband will always stand up 
for you. 
Y ou need not care what oth ­ 
ers say or do.’ ”

and she was very sorry to have him 
go away.

W HAT LA FOLLETTE W ILL DO. 
• 
The latest news from Madison indicates that the most momentous af­ 
fairs now before the Wisconsin legislature will be finally determined in 
a manner satisfactory to the administration. 
Upon this fact is presaged 
the belief in state circles that Governor La Follette will accept his seat in 
the United States senate. 
Pretty much everybody wants the governor to go to Washington. His 


stalwart friends want him to go to get rid of him; in fact, it is believed by 
many that they finally decided to permit the passage of the laws to which 
the party is pledged from sheer fear that their defeat would keep him in 
the state another year. La Follette republicans, and many strong demo­ 
crats, want him to go because the fight against the trusts and railroads is 
on in the national legislative arena, and they think La Follette would be a 
strong helper'in that fight. Certainly he should be engaged in it, for he is 
far and away the leading republican figure in the national anti-trust move­ 


ment of today. 
But it is not at all certain that the governor has finished his battle in 
Wisconsin. He can do no good by going to the senate 
under 
conditions 
that mean his retirement at the end of a single term. If, by going now 
he allows the state organization to drift into hands inimical to him, he 
would bring to a sudden termination a promising career. 
Futhermore, there is logic in the claim that the governor is in line 
for the presidential nomination. It may be true that republicans will ne­ 
ver consent to nominate for president a man from a state so strongly 
republican as this, but there is a tendency among reform republicans 
to 
subordinate expedience to principle. Than Robert M. La Follette the repub­ 
lican party has no more apt man to succeed Theodore Roosevelt, and his 
selection would not be surprising. It is seldom that a man steps from sen­ 
ate to presidency, and La Follette’s chances in the national republican con­ 
vention might be better were he to come as governor of Wisconsin rather 
than as one of its national senators. We do not believe that the stand pat 
element of the republican party will ever let its insubordinates accomplish 
any real reform, but we honestly prefer to see the liberal element at the 
helm until finally democracy comes to its own labors. 
And so, while good folk want to see La Follette in the United States 
senate, it must be admitted that there is some doubt that he will go, or 
that he should go at this time.
